overtime Century Station in an unmarked Sheriff's detective unit. While stopped at a 
ted light on eastbound Imperial Highway at California Avenue, they saw a gray 
Nissan Maxima drive off of the curb in front of the “Circle K” parking lot. The vehicle 
was “blacked out” (no headlights) and was traveling at a high rate of speed. The 
vehicle continued onto Imperial Highway and then drove north on California Avenue. 


and (i activated their emergency red light in an 


attempt to stop the fleeing vehicle. The driver of the Maxima did not stop the vehicle 
and increased his speed. MM initially put out emergent radio traffic 
that he was in pursuit of a possible reckless drunk driver. EE aa 
his radio traffic to pursuit of a possible 211 vehicle and asked for an assisting unit to 


check the Circle K to see if it had been robbed. The driver of the Maxima reached 
speeds over 50 mph on residential streets and did not stop at several stop signs. 


The suspect vehicle crashed into a parked car at Santa Fe Avenue and Norton 
Avenue. The impact of the collision caused the parked vehicle to be pushed onto the 
adjoining sidewalk. As responding units arrived, gave commands 
to the suspect to exit the vehicle with his hands up. saw the 
suspect move around inside the vehicle, but he ignored commands to exit the 
vehicle.

The vehicle's brake lights illuminated, followed by the reverse lights. The suspect 
rewed his vehicle’s engine and backed his vehicle into the pursuing unmarked unit, 
which had stopped directly behind it. When the suspect's vehicle collided with the 
unmarked unit, it pushed the radio car backwards. The collision caused injury to two 
(2) deputies and one (1) sergeant, all of which were using the unmarked vehicle as 
cover. 


The suspect's vehicle lunged forward after the collision. The suspect again backed 
his vehicle and angled it toward the unmarked vehicle. Several deputies fired at the 
suspect to prevent him from running over or injuring other deputies. After the 
deputies fired their weapons at the suspect, his vehicle stopped moving. The 
deputies formed an arrest team and approached the suspect's vehicle. Due to the 
damage to the suspect's vehicle, the deputies were unable to open the driver's side 
door to remove the suspect from the vehicle. 


LA County Paramedics removed the suspect from his vehicle and treated him for 
multiple gunshot wounds. The suspect was transported to Saint Francis Medical 
Center in Lynwood via ambulance where he was pronounced dead. 


On September 23, 2010 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 


Office has completed its review of the April 26, 2009, fatal shooting of Alfredo Montalvo 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's 2: M Fred 
Ellrott, Eduardo Martinez, Eric Sorenson, Gregory Boling, Noah Corrales, Antonio 
Garcia, and Sergeant Joshua Bardon. We have concluded that Deputies 


HE E rot, Martinez, Sorenson, Boling, Corrales, Garcia, and Bardon acted lawfully 
in self-defense and in the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, property reports, analyzed 
evidence reports, and summaries of witness’ statements taken during the investigation by 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD), and submitted to this office by 
Investigators Robert Gray and Martin Rodriguez on October 19, 2009. The District 
Attomey Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 10:20 p.m. on 
April 26, 2009. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Renee Korn and District Attomey Senior vestire or Sasa 
to the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting 
and a “walk-through” of the scene. Compelled statements were not considered in our 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 26, 2009, at approximately 8:40 p.m. as a part of a Cruise Task Force, Los 
Angeles County Sherif VA. annem sc; 
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patrol in an unmarked sheriff vehicle in the City of Lynwood. While stopped at a red 

light at the intersection of Imperial Highway and California Avenue, Deputy! 

attention was drawn to a gray Nissan Maxima that drove off the curb of the Circle K 

liquor store parking lot without its headlights illuminated. Unbeknown O AN 
the driver of the vehicle, later identified as Alfredo Montalvo, had been 

involved in a hit and run collision with who was stopped at the traffic 

light located at the same intersection. 


Montalvo drove across all lanes of traffic on Imperial Highway and continued north onto 
California Avenue. [EEE anc [J proceeded to follow the vehicle, and observed 
Montalvo fail to stop for the stop sign located at the intersection of California and Norton 
Avenues. They activated the overhead lights and siren in order to conduct a traffic stop. 
Instead of yielding, Montalvo accelerated initiating a high-speed pursuit. 


HB anc ursued Montalvo on several residential streets traveling in excess 
of 50 miles per hour. Montalvo blatantly ignored traffic laws by failing to stop for 
several stoplights, stop signs, and nearly striking other motorists as well as a marked 
sheriff's vehicle. Several other deputies assisted by either joining or paralleling the 
pursuit. Montalvo traveling at speeds in excess of 60 miles per hour was pulling away 
from| land car State Street and Norton Avenue. Due to the amount of 
traffic, owed his patrol vehicle, giving Montalvo a 200 to 300 yard lead and 
ultimately lost sight of his vehicle. 


When [E> nd MM arrived at the intersection of Santa Fe and Norton Avenues, 
they observed that Montalvo had lost control of his vehicle and collided with an 
unoccupied 1997 Ford Taurus parked at Montalvo hit the 
vehicle with such force that he pushed it onto the sidewalk. 


stopped the patrol car approximately ten feet behind Montalvo’s vehicle. 

and ME serves that Montalvo was the sole occupant of the vehicle, that 
the airbag had deployed, and he was leaning to the right appearing to reach for 
something. EE c repeatedly ordered Montalvo to drop the keys out of the 
window, put his hands up, and exit the vehicle. Montalvo failed to comply with the 
commands. 


Suddenly, Montalvo put his vehicle in reverse and rammed the unmarked sheriff vehicle. 
In an attempt to escape, Montalvo drove forward, put the car in reverse, and crashed into 
the unmarked sheriff vehicle again, injuring several deputies. In fear for their lives and 
the lives of others and fired their service weapons at Montalvo. 


When Sergeant Joshua Bardon arrived on scene, he observed B unmarked vehicle 
positioned behind Montalvo’s vehicle. While Sergeant Bardon was standing at the rear 
passenger side of the unmarked radio car, he feit pain to his left foot and noticed that the 
unmarked radio car had been pushed so far back that the rear passenger side tire rolled 
atop his left foot, causing it to be pinned under the tire. Sergeant Bardon was unable to 
move but could see that Montalvo was still attempting to maneuver his vehicle. Fearing 
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for his safety and the safety of others, Barden fired his service weapon while his foot was 
immobilized under the tire. Prior to backing up a second time, Montalvo moved his 
vehicle forward, enabiing Bardon to remove his foot from under the tire. 


Deputies Noah Corrales and Gregory Boling were patrolling the area of Long Beach 
Boulevard as a part of the Lynwood City Cruising detail when they heard a broadcast of a 
pursuit in progress. Corrales, the driver that night joined the pursuit on Norton Avenue. 
Prior to Corrales and Boling arriving at the intersection of Santa Fe and Norton Avenues, 
Montalvo had crashed his car. Corrales positioned his vehicle east of ZZ As 
Corrales and Boling exited the vehicle, they could hear other deputies ordering Montalvo, 
“Show your hands,” “Drop the keys,” but Montalvo was not complying. Less thana 
minute later, Montalvo put his car in reverse and accelerated backwards crashing into the 
unmarked patrol vehicle, Corrales noticed that Sergeant Bardon’s foot had become 
pinned under the unmarked vehicle and was unable to move. Fearing for his life and the 
lives of other deputies, Corrales fired his service weapon. After firing an initial volley, 
Corrales observed Montalvo was continuing to drive in reverse and turning his steering 
wheel in an attempt to maneuver away from the vehicle and towards other deputies. 
Fearing for his life and the lives of other deputies, Corrales fired his weapon again, 
Boling also saw Montalvo was driving towards himself and other deputies in reverse. 
Fearing for his life and the lives of other deputies, he fired his service weapon. 


Deputies Edward Martinez and Edgar Bonilla were working routine patrol in the area of 
Long Beach Boulevard and Norton Avenue when they heard a broadcast concerning a 
reckless drunk driver. Shortly thereafter, Montalvo drove past Martinez’s location with 
an unmarked sheriff's vehicle driven a: pursuit. Martinez followed 
them negotiating several turns on different streets and traveling in various directions. 
Martinez and Bonilla lost sight of Montalvo’s vehicle and heard a radio broadcast that 
Montalvo had crashed. Upon Martinez’s arrival at the collision site, he observed 
Montalvo looking back and forth at deputies while moving in the driver's seat and 
reaching under it. Martinez heard deputies ordering Montalvo, “Raise your hands, throw 
the keys out the window,” along with similar commands. Martinez also shouted similar 
orders to Montalvo, all of which he failed to heed. About a minute after arriving, 
Martinez saw the back-up lights of Montalvo’s vehicle come on and rapidly accclerate 
backwards slamming into SE vehicle. Aiter the collision, Martinez heard an 
unknown deputy cry out in great pain. Montalvo pulled forward, stopped, and started to 
drive in reverse again. In fear for his life and the lives of other deputies, Martinez fired 
his service weapon. Simultaneously, Martinez heard other deputies discharge their 
weapons. 


Deputy Antonio Garcia was patrolling in a marked black and white patro! vehicle in the 
area of Martin Luther King (MLK) Boulevard when he heard the radio broadcast of a 
pursuit in progress. Garcia paralleled the chase on MLK Boulevard and Santa Fe 
Avenue. A short time later, Garcia heard that Montalvo had crashed and Garcia drove to 
the location. Upon his arrival, he observed Montalvo’s vehicle but could not see 
Montalvo and heard several deputies shouting commands. Initially, Garcia was unable to 
see Montaivo, then suddenly Montalvo appeared behind the driver’s wheel when Garcia 
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saw Montalvo’s vehicle lurch into reverse. Simultaneously, as Montalvo drove his 
vehicle in reverse, Garcia heard another deputy cry out in pain and fall to the ground, 
Montalvo drove forward. Garcia saw Montalvo turning the steering wheel in preparation 
to back-up again. Fearing for his life and the lives of fellow deputies, Garcia fired his 
service weapon. 


Deputy Fred Eilrott was assigned to a single man patrol unit working the Lynwood Anti- 
Cruising Task Force. While patrolling the area of Long Beach Boulevard and Imperial 
Highway, Ellrott heard a radio broadcast of a pursuit in progress. Near the intersection of 
Long Beach Boulevard and Norton Avenue, Ellrott saw a sheriff's unit pass by with 
emergency lights activated. Elrott learned that Montalvo had crashed and responded to 
that location. Ellrott exited his vehicle with shotgun in hand and focused his attention on 
Montalvo, Ellrott observed Montalvo moving about in his vehicle despite the numerous 
commands to exit the vehicle with his hands in view. Montalvo looked over his shoulder 
and suddenly accelerated backwards, colliding with the patrol vehicle behind him. Ellrott 
saw a deputy fall and yell out sounding injured. Montalvo moved forward and almost 
immediately accelerated in reverse again. Fearing for the life of the failen deputy, Ellrott 
fired his department issued shotgun. 


Deputy Eric Sorensen was assigned to a marked single man unit, but was accompanied 
by Ee While patrolling near Long Beach Boulevard, 
Sorensen heard a radio broadcast about the pursuit. Subsequently, Sorensen heard that 
Montalvo had crashed. Sorensen drove to the location of the collision and ordered Zi 
to take cover. Sorensen heard several deputies giving verbal commands to Montalvo, 
who was non-compliant. Approximately one minute after Sorensen’s arrival at the scene, 
Montalvo put his vehicle in reverse and accelerated into an unmarked Sheriff's vehicle 
pushing it backwards. Simultancously, upon hearing “the sound of rapid exhalation of air 
from somcone’s lung, as if a sharp blow had been struck,” Sorensen realized an unknown 
deputy had been run over when Montalvo drove his car in reverse. Sorensen saw 
Montalvo pull his vehicle forward, stop, and begin to reverse towards the Sheriff's 
vehicle again. Fearing for the life of the downed deputy, Sorensen fired his service 
weapon. Sorensen also heard several other deputies fire their weapons. 


When Montalvo rammed the patrol car, the driver’s side door struck Deputy M 
left leg and knee causing him to fall to the ground. USU food a hyper-extended 
knee and injuries to his left leg. Sergeant Bardon’s left foot was pinned by the tire 
causing swelling and pain, but no broken bones. Deputy Galbraith’s left elbow was 
pinned between the patrol car’s passenger door and frame, causing him to fall to the 
ground suffering injuries to his left arm and shoulder. They were transported to Harbor 
General Hospital for further medical treatment 


After being treated by paramedics, Montalvo was transpor-ed to Saint Francis Hospital 


Medical Center where he received further medical treatment from Doctor Anderson and 
was subsequently pronounced dead at 6:51 p.m. by Doctor Pryor. 
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In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 
California Criminal Jury Instructions 3470. 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
(People v. Collins (1961) 189 Cal. App.3d 575). 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Alfredo Montalvo was leaving 
the scene of a hit and run collision in violation of Vehicle Code section 20001. While 
fleeing, he drove recklessly, committed numerous traffic violations, and engaged deputies 
in a dangerous high-speed pursuit in a residential neighborhood. The pursuit finally 
terminated when Montalvo collided with a parked vehicle. ae. 

long with other deputies on scene repeatedly ordered Montalvo to put his hands 
up and exit his vehicle. Montalvo refused to surrender and attempted to evade capture by 
using his vehicle as a weapon to achieve his escape. Montalvo reversed his vehicle and 
rammed it into S (I patrol vehicle, which was blocking his escape 
route. In doing so, Montalvo injured Deputies Galbraith, and Sergeant Bardon. 
Fearing for their lives and the lives of others, Deputies IIrott, 
Martinez, Sorenson, Boling, Corrales, Garcia, and Sergeant Bardon, fired their weapons. 
However, this did not terminate the incident. Montalvo smashed his vehicle into the 
patrol vehicle a second time. Deputies fired additional shots ultimately ending a 
potentially lethal situation. 
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Given the appearance of a rapidly evolving, life-threatening situation that confronted 
Deputies (MEE tirott, Martinez, Sorenson, Boling, Corrales, Garcia, and 
Bardon, we conclude they acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense of others. We 
are therefore closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
